EXPLORING FAR NORTH 
TO FIND IDEAL SPOT. 


Hunters’ Paradise Described in Old 
Book Aroused Interest of Can- 
adian Geologist 


— 


In an endeavor to throw more Nght 
on a subject which Samuel Hearne 
only partially developed after his Can- 
adian Arctic exploration trip ‘of 1771, 
Mr. Charles Camsell, geologist of the 
Canadian Department of Geology un- 
dertook a trip to that broad territory 
northwest of Fort Churchill seeking 
particulars of territory heretofore un- 
explored by the modern white man, 
excepting, of course, Hearne. The 
latter passed over the district lightly 
in his book published in 1795 in Lon- 
don, England, in the account of his 
three inland trips from Fort Churchil!, 
then the Hudson Bay Company post,’ 
Fort Prince of Wales. 

At the time of Hearne’s journeys, 
which preceded the successful trips 
of Sir Alexander McKenzie by a few 
years, Northern and, in fact, Westerao 
Canada was to a great many ‘a bar- 
ren area of unpeopled and unfertile 
waste. One hundred and fifty years 
have almost rolled by and still a vast 
part of thdt land is undiscovered and 
Mapped only in vague lines, 

But the curiosity of Charles Camsell 
was piqued by Hearne’s reference to 
one piece of territory which he but 
faintly outlined. 

To use Hearne’s own words from. 
his book, “Great numbers of deer 
throng to these forests, where they 
thrive. Wild ducks, geese, swan, and 
a@ remarkable specie of partridge as 
large as an English fowl are said to 
abound in these domains.’ The In- 
dians also told us of fine fish in the 
clear streams that net the territory. 
“In fact," wrote Hearne, “I have not 
seen or heard of any part of this coun- 
try which seems to possess half the 
advantages requisite for a residence 
that are ascribed to this little spot.” 

Hearne did not visit this place, as 
it was several hundreds of miles out 
of his course, and his statements are 
based on the assertions of various 
tribes of Indians met, which, the ex- 
plorer stated, he thoroughly believed. 
Mr. J. B. Tyrell, who edited Hearne’s 
book, in a footnote stated that it is 
his belief that the situation of this 
spot is on the banks of the Thelon 
River, a northern waterway emptying 
into Hudson’s Bay. The source of the 
Thelon River bas never been mapped, 
and the location of this spot which 
Hearne spoke so highly of will not be 
known until Mr. Camsell’s report Is 
made. 

It is believed to be situated midway 
between the mouth of the Coppermine 
River at th Arctic Ocean, Fort Chipo- 
wyan on Lake Athabasca, and Fort 
Churchill. 


LITERARY SOLDIERS 


Captain Owen Wheeler is the author 
of an interesiing article in “Cham- 
ber’s Journal” on “Poets and Penmen 
Who Have Soldiered.” 

First on our list, he writes, comes. 
Geoffrey Chaucer, who is known to 
have taken part in Edward III.’s 
French campaign of 13859, which end- 
ed rather fruitlessly the following 
year in the Treaty of Bretigny. 
Chaucer was then probably about 
nineteen, and had served previously. 

From Chaucer it is a long step to 
Sir Philip Sidney, and the interval 
between their military records is not 
only wide in the matter of time. Sid 
hey may oe reckoned, according to 
contemporary standards, quite a ms- 
tinguished military man, although, «3s 
a matter of fact, he does not seem 
to have soldiered actively before te 
campaign of 1085-86, in which he met 
his death. 

Sir Walter Raleigh was a much more 
experienced soldier than Sidney, but 
we find only scanty records of his 
military services, which, again, are 
largely overshadowed by his naval 
exploits. 

The military experiences of another 
great Elizabethan, Ben Johnson, are 
also rather obscure, as well as being 
somewhat insignificant. Employed in 
the yard of his stepfather, who was 
a bricklayer, the future great drama- 
tist ran away avout 1591 to Flanders, 
where the English troops were fight- 
ing with Spain, : nd served for a time 
as a private soldier. It is recorded 
that in the course of the campaign he 
challenged one of the enemy to single 
combat and slew him. 

Such a “totally incapable horseman” 
as Samuel Taylor Coleridge always 
was never should have thought of 
entering a cavairy regiment, yet it 
was in the 15th Dragoons that this 
wayward individual enlisted when he 
fled from Cambridge to London in 
1793. The name he gave was Silas 
Tonkyn Comberbach or Comberbatch, 
and when he joined his regiment at 
Reading he probably’ 1ound his new 
life hard enough at first to make him 
regret the step he had taken. But he 
won, favor with his comrades in the 
ranks by writing their letters and 
tending them in hospital, and the 
officers seem to have taken kindly 
notice of him.

COURAGE WiLL COME 
IF IT 1S CULTIVATED 


S80 Says General Baden-Powell in Dis- 
cussing the Four Big C’s a Good 
Soldier Should Possess 
Courage, common sense, cunning, 
and cheerfulness! The cultivation of 
these four attributes is, in the opinion 
of Sir Robert Baden-Powell, quite as 
important as drill in the making of a 
modern soldier. The question natur- 
ally arises can courage be cultivated? 
In the opinion of Sir Robert it can, 
and without it a soldier is practically 

useless in the fleld. 

He tells a story to illustrate his 
point of General Nogi, the great 
Japanese leader, who displayed In his 
life and in his death the highest per- 
sonal courage. General Nogi once sald 
that, though timid by nature, he had 
developed this quality by stern self- 
discipline. When he found a job which 
caused him apprehension or fear, he 
forced himself to face it, and to re- 
peat it again and again until it no 
longer had any terrors for him, “It 
is that taking oneself firmly in hand,” 
says Sir Robert in his bock: “Quick 
Training for War," “that enables a 
man to stick it out against the impulse 
of his knees to give in or to run away 
in a crisis.” 

Courage is b rn of confidence, and 
no matter .ow timid a soldier may be 
at first, if he knows that he can handle 
a rifle and sword well, manage a horse 
has some good officers, and is healthy 
enough to march with the best, he can 
very soon cultivate It. 

In regard to the second of the C’s— 
common sense—Sir Robert points out 
that, although .the science of strategy 
and tactics looks formidable in the 
text-books, these really only :ay down 
definite principles and examples which 
serve to guide the leaders when apply- 
ing their common sense to the situ- 
ation In hand, “No two-eituations,” 
he says, “are ever precisely the same, 
and it {gy therefore impnssible to lay 


those around him.” ‘ 


THE SUBMARINE’S EYE 


Periscope Has Been Greatly improved 
Since First Reflecting Prism 


The submarine’s two great assets 
in warfare are her invisibility and the 
possession of those terrible organs of 
destruction—torpedoes. 

Yet her invisibility to others would 
be useless if she herself could not see, 
and this faculty is made practicable 
by the periscope. 

Immense strides have been made in 
the improvement of this medium of 
sight. The first one was a short tube 
capped by a reflecting prism, which 
threw horizontal rays downwards 
tnrough the tube on to a focus. This 
focus was opposite an éye-piece, on 
which an observer was obliged to keep 
his eye concentrated. 

On the telescopic principle, the 
periscope’s length was increased, and 
then the introduction of the well 
known camera-obscura idea enabled a 
picture of the sea’s surface to be re- 
flected on a piece of paper laid fiat 
near the steering wheel. 


The King’s Roll of Honor 


It is characteristic of the keen in- 
terest that. King George takes in the 
men who are’ fighting for Britain that 
he ordered a record ‘to ' be kept at 
Buckingham Palace of the names of 
all those serving in any capacity who 
are killed during the war. When the 
proper time arrives, it is His Majesty’s 
intention to place a suitable tablet to 
their memory, either in the private 
chapel at his London residence or in 
the Chapel Royal, St. James.’ 

When the sad list is completed, it 
will be handsomely bound and placed 
in the royal archives at Windsor 
Castle, close to where a similar list 
ef the African War is Kept. 


HOW NAMES ORIGINATE 


It was James I., who had a pretty 
wit of his own that named the part 
of the beef “above the loin,” sirloin. 
In his day that sparticular cut was 
called by its French name surlonge 
or “over the loin.” .But the English 
monarch was. so pleased with a dish 
of meat served him one day after a 
hunt that placing his sword across 
the platter as if he were to dub a 
knight, he exclaimed not surlonge, but 
“Sir Loin” and from that day the 
juicy steak bears the noble name of 
knighthood conferred upon it by a 
king.

A BY-LAW to evils for the 
raising by the issue of debentur- 
es of the sum of $2,000.00 for ex-

WHEREAS there has already been 
expended on the exhibition grounds 
the sum of $1,631.36 in improvements 
to grounds and in the erection of 
buildings thereon. 

AND WHEREAS it is deemed ad- 
visable that there should be expended 
by the City of Red Deer the further 
sum of $368.64 on the said grounds, 
in, further ingroving the said 
| grounds. 

AND WHEREAS for the purposes 
afongsaid it is necessary and expedi- 
ent that a debt of $2,000.00 be creat- 
ed, and that tke said sum should be 
borrowed by means of the issue of 
one or more debentures of the City 
for an amount not exceeding that 
sum, and that the said sum should 
be made payable in ten consecutive 
equal annual instalments of principal 
and interest as hereinafter set forth. 

AND WHEREAS the amount of 
the whole rateable property of the 
City of Red Deer, according to the 
last revised assessment roll, is the 
sum of $4,229,033.00. 

AND WHEREAS the total amount 
of the existing debt of the munioi- 
pality, outside of the debt due for 
current expenses of the year, is the 
sum of $284,763.56, of which no 
part is in arrear. 

AND WHEREAS it is expedie.ct 
that this by-law should take effect 
on the day of the final passing there- 
of. 

NOW, THEREFORE, THE MUNT- 
CIPAL COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF RED DEER, DULY ASSEMBL- 
ED, ENACTS AS FOLLOWS : 

1. That there be borrowed on the 
credit of the City of Red Deer, for 
tke purposes aforesaid, a sum or 
sims of money not exceeding in the 
ageregate the sum of $2,000.00, and 
that there be issued one or more 
debentures of the City for such sum 
or sums so borrowed, cach of which 
debentures shall be dated on the day 
on which this By-law takes effect, 
and shall be repayable in ten equal 
consecutive annual instalments of 

. principal and interest at the Mer- 
vhants Bank, at Red Deer, Alberta. 

2. That each of the said debentures 
shall be signed by the Mayor and 
Secretary-Treasurer of the City of 
Red Deer and sealed with tle cor- 
porate seal of the City.”

Neutrals to Have ilo Rights 
Within Blockaded Zone 


London, February 18.—The Coren- 
hagen correspondent of the [London 
Daily News wires: 

“From Hamburg it is learned that 
the German submarines which are to 
engage in the blockade of the Eng- 
iish coast have received detailed in- 
structions how to act. These’ in- 
structions state that the blockade of 
British ports gives the submarines 
the right to regard all merchantmen 
found within the blockaded area for 
the purpose of conveying anything 
to Britain as enemy ships engaged 
in illegal operations. The submar- 
ines are to approach the merchant- 
men, if possible, without being seen 
and torpedo them immediately with- 
Oat the slightest examination regard- 
ing their nationality or in any way 
concerning themselves as to the fate 
of the crew. ' 

“Neutral vessels which break a 
blockade have no rights at all ac- 
cording to internatipnal law, and it 
is understood the desire is that tho 
cnaws of the torpedoed ships shall 
perish, so there may be left no evi- 
dence regarding the fate of the ships. 

“The German authorities believe 
that the disappearance of all hands 
of many merchantmen will produce 
ai most terrorizing effect. 

“It is reported the Kaiser will ar- 
rive at Wilhohmshaven tomorrow. 
The general belief is that he is going 
to Heligoland to direct the blockade 
personally. In a few weeks, the 
rumor adds, he may even £0 farther

Tt is still possible to find dairymen 
who never dig deeper fhan the sur- 
face knowledge, of the whole herd 
giving so much milk, counting simply 
the total weizht sent to the factory 
one day, or per month, or again 
simply the average yield per cow 
for the faetory season. ' 

A plain fact that cannot be im- 
pnessed too strongly is that cows 
have individuality ; people have per- 
sonality. What makes two cows 
yield quite different weights of milk 
and fat when all conditions are 
practically equal? Even supposing a 
cow's interior economy were made 
visible and luminous, has any = man 
the requisite knowledge to fathom all 
the mysteries of milk-manulacturef 

We do know this, the yield of milk 
and. its percentage of fat are apt to 
vary from day to day most strange- 
ly. The first half of the milk drawn 
may not contain more than half as

nuch fat as the latter half ; the cow | 


may have some slight sickness, some 
of her delicate nervolis functions may 
be deranged temporarily ; extremes 
of weather, undue exposure, excite- 
ment, may all influence the yield of 
milk and the test. Hence it is 
clear that the sensible way to judge 
a cow's performance is not by any 
one test or weight, but rather op 
her total yield for the season.

Strange Ways of Most Modern Weapon

OL the two offensive weapons of 
modern naval warfare, the gun and 
the torpedo, the gencral principles 
the characteristie properties, of the 
one are realized by the Layman, while 
the other is surrounded in partial 
mystery, the mystery pertaining to 
the half-known. ‘There are obvious 
reasons why this should be a9. Since 
world-birth man-has been a gun-us- 
ing animal, if by gun is understood 
a machine for throwing missiles. ‘The 
first gun was the first humar arm 
which flung a stone in nesponse tp the 
instinct and the need to hit at a dis- 
tance. Instinct and need have ac- 
companied man down the ages; their 
satisfaction has depended upon the 
same principle, the momentary — sud- 
den application of propelling energy 


to the projectile to be hurled; only 
the nature of the energy itself has 
changed. The hand thrown stone, 


the bow and arrow, the rock-hurling 
catapults of the Romans, finally the 
gun in its generally aveepted sense 
of a metal tube from which an ex- 


‘ple. All wer intended to hit at 


, distance, whether the object of at- 


tack happened to be a hostile man or, 
beast, a fabric to be damaged or de-} 
stroyed, 
hunting activities. They could be 
used for war or sport, ashore or a-, 
fluat ; as such they have grown into 
man’s consciousness.

Submarines are often regarded by the 
uninitiated as novel weapons in 
themselves, whereas in fact they are 
merely new means of oarrying the 
old weapon, the torpedo, to the de- 
visive spot from which it can be 
fired at the enemy. 

“RELEASED,” NOT “FIRED.” 

“Fired,’’ the phrase as applied to 
h torpedo is customary—customary 
b ' visleading. It implies an anal- 
ogy with firing a gun; no such re- 
semblance exists. ‘‘Released’’ more 
aptly describes the process of start- 
ing a torpedo on its ‘‘run.”’ — Sub- 
marines and battleships are alike in 
that the tube which ordinarily con- 
tains the torpefo is submerged; in 
destroyers and torpedo-boats the tlabe 
is on deck ; discharge of the totpedo 


through the air into the water. In 
the ease of the submerged tube com- 
pressed air is released behind the 
akove-water tubes use a small 
purpose. In all cases the effect is 
the same—yust sufficient energy is 
it 
into the water a few yards clear of 
‘the ship. At the same time its own
